A  prime  example  of  Proctor's  leadership  was  becoming  the 
first  African  American  to  receive  the  position  of  46th  Quartermaster 
General  for  the  U.S.  Army.  He  has  servedin  leadership  positions  at  every 
level  from  platoon  leader  to  major  general.  This  year's  Founders  Day 
Convocation  proved  to  be  a  huge  success,  as  A&T  celebrated  ad\ance- 
ments  in  education,  science  and  technology.  All  of  this  just  one  hundred 
and  three  years  after  the  first  graduating  class  marked  the  pathway  of 
excellence  that  the  Universitv  continues  to  follow.

The  74th  Academy  Awards 
will  forever  be  known  as  a 
groundbreaking  year.  Aside 
from  being  the  longest 
Oscar  show  to  date,  clocking 
in  at  four  hours  and  23 
minutes,  a  historical 
milestone  was  achieved 
when  Denzel  Washington 
and  Halle  Berry  (the  first 
African  American  woman 
in  history  to  be  awarded 
such  an  honor)  won  the  top 
acting  honors  of  the  night. 
Will  Smith  and  Sidney 
Portier  were  also  nominated 
making  up  the  largest 
number  of  African- 
Americans  to  be  nominated 
in  one  year  by  the  Academy. 
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Singer  and  actress  Aaliyah  Dana  Haughton  was  killed 
in  a  plane  crash  in  Abaco.  Bahamas  on  August  2001. 
Aaliyah  gained  fame  from  her  debut  album  ""Age  Ain't 
Nothing  But  A  Number",  "One  In  A  Million",  and 
most  recently.  "Aaliyah".  She  starred  major  motion 
pictures  Romeo  Must  Die  and  Queen  of  the  Damned. 
The  plane  crash  is  rumored  to  have  been  caused  by 
excess  weight  on  the  plane. 


R&B  star  Robert  "R."  Kelly  was  arrested  after  being 
indicted  on  21  felony  counts  of  child  pornography.  If 
convicted.  Kelly  faces  up  to  15  years  in  prison  and  a 
SI 00.000  fine  and  would  have  to  register  as  a  sex 
offender.  "Even  though  I  do  not  believe  any  of  the 
charges  are  warranted.  I'm  grateful  that  I  will  have  a 
chance  to  establish  the  truth  about  me  in  a  court  of  law." 
stated  Kelly  in  a  statement  released  to  the  press  June  5th. 


As  the  world-wide  race  continues  to  discover  signs  of  life  on 
other  planets,  the  United  States  raised  the  bar  of  competition 
with  the  launch  of  NASA"  s  latest  technological  advancement. 
On  April  7,  2001  Mars  Odyssey,  an  unmanned  spacecraft, 
was  launched  with  the  goal  of  orbiting  the  planet  Mars.  Its 
mission  is  to  use  spectrometers  and  imagers  to  hunt  for 
evidence  of  past  or  present  water  and  volcanic  activity  on 
Mars.  Odyssey  reached  Mars  on  October  24.  2001  and 
began  to  map  the  planet  on  Febixiary  19.  2002.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  data  Odyssey  obtains  will  help  answer  the  question 
of  whether  hfe  has  ever  existed  on  Mars.  It  also  acts  as  a 
relay  for  communications  between  the  Mars  Explorations 
Rovers  and  Earth.  The  three  primary  instruments  Odyssey 
uses  are  the  Thermal  Emission  Imaging  System  (THEMIS), 
Gamma  Ray  Spectrometer  (GRS).  and  Mars  Radiation 
Environment  Experiment  (MARIE).  It  also  canies  a  neutron 
spectrometer.  On  May  28,  2002,  NASA  reported  that 
Odyssey's  GRS  had  detected  large  amounts  of  hydrogen,  a 
sign  that  there  must  be  ice  lying  within  a  meter  of  the 
planet's  surface.

On  September  11, 2001,  the  United  States  of  America  was  victimized  by  a  terrorist  attacli  that 
shocked  the  world.  After  being  hijacked  by  Al-Queda  Terrorist,  four  planes  were  used  as 
bombs  on  national  targets  in  New  York  City,  Washington  D.C.,  and  Philadelphia.  The  death 
toll  reached  close  to  5000,  and  fear  of  similar  attacks  circulated  in  the  nation's  capital.  Many 
students  began  calling  home  searching  for  loved  ones  praying  that  they  were  safe.  The  Aggie 
family  responded  quickly  to  the  needs  of  students,  faculty,  and  staff  in  an  effort  to  ease  the  pain 
and  calm  the  fears.  Chancellor  Renick  addressed  the  student  body  in  Harrison  Auditorium, 
speaking  words  of  encouragement  and  hope, 
as  he  emphasized  the  need  for  Aggies  to  stick 
together  in  this  time  of  tragedy. 

That  evening  the  Memorial  Union  Stallings 
Ballroom  was  filled  to  capacity  as  students 
gathered  for  a  candlelight  vigil.  The  ballroom 
was  crowded  with  grief-stricken  students 
pouring  their  hearts  out  to  the  backdrop  of  a 
projector  that  showed  a  brutal  reminder  of  the 
day's  events.  Students  were  free  to  express 
their  sorrow  through  spirituals,  comments, 
and  personal  testimonies.  And  many  expressed 
the  desire  to  see  more  love  and  less  hate  on  our 
campus,  in  our  nation,  and  throughout  the 
world. 

In  the  days  following  the  attacks,  the  Aggie 
family  continued  to  show  its  support  for  those 
affected  by  this  terrible  tragedy.  Students 
showed  their  support  by  donating  blood  to 
help  curb  the  increasing  demand  on  the 
American  Red  Cross.  Some  students  were 
deployed  to  Iraq  as  President  George  W.  Bush, 
Jr.  led  the  fight  to  find  Osama  Bin  Laden  and 
destroy  the  Al-Queda  Terrorist  Network.

Forty-two  years  ago,  four  North  Carolina.  A&T 
students  started  a  movement  that  would  forever 
define  civil  and  racial  equality.  On  February  1, 
1960  Ezell  Blair  Jr.,  Franklin  Eugene  McCain, 
Joseph  Alfred  McNeil  and  David  Richmond  entered 
a  F.  W.  Woolworth  Department  store  and  sat  down, 
requesting  equal  service  at  a  segregated  lunch 
counter.  As  they  were  refused  service,  the  four 
courageously  and  peacefully  held  their  ground. 
They  walked  back  to  campus  and  returned  the  next 
day  with  additional  support  and  a  large  amount  of 
controversy,  ultimately  beginning  a  new  chapter  in 
the  fight  for  racial  equality.  While  many  opposed 
the  actions  ofthe  A&T  Four,  a  fire  was  ignited  in  the 
heart  ofthe  Civil  Rights  Movement.  Lunch  counter 
Sit-ins  began  to  take  place  all  over  the  country  as 
African  Americans  banded  together  in  support  of 
equal  rights  for  everyone. 

Today,  the  famous  Woolworth  building  stands 
empty,  but  plans  have  been  developed  to  forever 
memorialize  the  history  of  the  Sit-In  Movement. 
Guilford  County  Commissioner  Melvin  "Skip" 
Alston  and  Greensboro  city  Councilman  Earl  Jones 
are  currently  guiding  Sit-in  Movement,  Inc.  as  they 
enter  the  2""  phase  of  this  historic  renovation.  After 
a  long  time  unofficial  involvement  with  the  museum, 
A&T  has  formally  joined  the  effort  to  educate  the 
world,  while  leaving  a  thriving  legacy  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Movement.  As  a  result  museum-related 
internship  opportunities  will  become  available  to 
select  A&T  students.  Once  it  has  been  completed  in 
February  of  2005,  the  museum  will  highlight  both 
the  positive  and  negative  aspects  of  the  world-wide 
struggle  for  human  and  civil  rights.

On  February  1, 2002,  the  North  Carolina  A&T  State  University 
family  gathered  to  celebrate  the  42°^  Anniversary  of  the  Sit-ins. 
The  day's  events  kicked  off  with  a  breakfast  honoring  the 
legacy  of  the  A&T  Four.  Franklin  McCain,  Joseph  McNeil,  and 
Jibreel  Khazan  were  in  attendance,  while  David  Richmond  Jr., 
the  son  of  the  late  David  Richmond,  attended  in  his  father's 
place.  Immediately  following  the  breakfast  everyone  gathered 
in  front  of  the  Dudley  Building  anxiously  waiting  the  unveiling 
of  the  new  15-foot  statue  of  the  A&T  Four.  Designed  and 
constructed  by  A&T  Professor  James  Barnhill,  the  bronze 
monument  depicts  the  four  walking  out  of  the  F.  W.  Woolworth 
building,  standing  tall,  with  a  look  of  confidence  aind  bravery. 

Each  of  the  A&T  Four  was  given  the  opportunity  to  express 
their  gratitude  to  the  A&T  staff,  faculty,  students  and  commimity 
for  joining  them  on  this  momentous  occasion.  In  the  final 
moments  of  the  ceremony,  and  as  the  unveiling  drew  near, 
Franklin  McCain  made  his  final  remarks  concerning  the 
monument.  "When  you  see  this  monument,  see  it  as  an  act  of 
faith  and  think  of  the  nameless  and  faceless  people  we've 
forgotten,  the  ones  who  picketed  and  walked,"  he  said.  "When 
you  look  at  this  monument,  color  it  black,  white,  yellow,  red  or 
brown.  When  you  look  at  Jibreel  Khazan,  David  Richmond  and 
Joseph  McNeil  call  them  equality,  freedom,  vision  and 
conunitment."  As  the  A&T  Four  pulled  away  the  cloth  revealing 
the  monument,  the  crowd  cheered,  shouting  "Aggie  Pride," 
celebrating  another  memorable  day  in  A&T  history. 
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eek  of  whirlwind  activities 
led  Aggie  Pride  for  1,754  fresh- 
men who  attended  A&T's  annual 
Freshman  Week.  New  Aggies  en- 
joyed food,  fun  and  entertainment 
as  the  faculty,  staff  and  upperclass- 
men  welcomed  them  to  the  yard. 
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From  the  new  Aggie  Sit-in  located  in  the  Memorial  Union  to  the  Williams 
Cafeteria  renovation,  North  Carolina  Agricultural  and  Technical  Stale  IJniversily 
is  beginning  to  take  on  a  new  shape.  Work  has  already  begun  on  phase  two  of  a 
$25(1  million  project  to  turn  A&T  into  one  of  the  country's  state  of  the  art 
universities.  By  2()»8,  A&  P  will  become  a  more  pedestrian-friendly  campus 
featuring  a  monument  honoring  the  (ireensboro  Kour  located  at  Che  center  of 
campus.  Other  new  additiims  to  campus  will  include  a  bell  tower,  parking  deck, 
and  a  new  NASCAU  building.

paid  $5  and  you  paid  $8;  spade  tournaments  in  the  basement  of  the  union;  intramurals  in  Holland  bowl;  your  first  big  kids 
carnival  when  you  won  the  first  Outkast  CD;  and  when  the  Alphas  came  back  to  the  yard. 

Along  with  the  good  times,  you  also  remember  the  challenging  times  like  September  1 1,  2001  when  you  actually  knew 
someone  who  had  family  there;  or  when  the  guys  who  were  shot  in  front  of  Cooper  and  shot  at  club  Enigma  were  your 
hall  mates;  or  maybe  when  the  girl  who  sat  in  front  of  you  in  English  class  was  the  same  girl  that  was  killed  in  a  car  accident.

In  his  younger  years  he  played  the  role  of  Stanley,  Rudy's  boyfriend,  on  The  Cosby  Show  and  later 
played  the  role  of  Romeo  on  The  Steve  Harvey  Show.  Well  on  his  way  to  stardom,  Santana  was  nominated  for 
two  NAACP  Image  Awards  as  Outstanding  Supporting  Actor  in  a  Comedy  Series  (2001  &  2002)  for  his  work  on 
.The  Steve  Harvey  Show.  Who  could  have  imagined  his  life  would  end  so  soon?  On  November  9, 2002  at  2:30  AM, 
~~'lin  Santana  was  sitting  in  a  parked  car  when  someone  approached  the  car  and  shot  him  6  times  killing  him 
man  was  arrested  early  on  Monday  for  possible  connections  to  the  murder.  She  was  later  charged 
ire  currently  looking  for  two  men.  He  was  buried  November  18,  2002  and  leaves  behind  a  7  year 
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FEBRUARY  1,  2003 


At  about  9:00am  on  February  1,  2003,  NASA's  Mission  Control  at  Lyndon  B.  Johnson 
Space  Center  in  Houston,  Texas  lost  radio  contact  with  the  space  shuttle  Columbia  at  the 
end  of  mission  STS-107,  as  it  descended  from  orbit  towards  Cape  Canaveral,  near  the  John 
F.  Kennedy  Space  Center  and  Jacksonville,  Florida.  At  2:04  EST,  a  somber  President  Bush 
addressed  the  nation:  "This  day  has  brought  terrible  news  and  great  sadness  to  our 
country...  The  Columbia  is  lost;  there  are  no  survivors."  Despite  the  major  setback,  the 
President  reassured  Americans  that  the  space  program  would  continue:  "The  cause  in 
which  they  died  will  continue...  Our  journey  into  space  will  go  on." 


APRIL  21,  2003 


Eunice  Waymon  was  born  in  Trv'on,  North  Carolina  as  the  sixth  of  seven  children  in  a  poor  family.  The  child 

at  the  age  of  four.  With  the  help  of  her  music  teacher,  who  set  up  the  "Eunice  Waymon  Fund",  she 

and  musical  education.  She  studied  at  the  Julliard  School  of  Music  in  New  York.
